MAINTENANCE OF THE INDEPENDENCE, TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY AND 
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SECURITY OF THE REPUBLIC OF CYPRUS AND ALSO THE STATE OF AFFAIRS 
ESTABLISHED BY THE BASIC ARTICLES OF ITS CONSTITUTION, THE THREE 
FOREIGN MINISTERS AGREED THAT NEGOTIATIONS, AS PROVIDED FOR IN 
RESOLUTION 353 OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL, SHOULD BE CARRIED ON WITH 
THE LEAST POSSIBLY DELAY TO SECURE (A) THE RESTORATION OF PEACE 
IN THE AREA AND (B) THE RE-ESTABLISHMENT OF CONSTITUTIONAL 
GOVERNMENT IN CYPRUS. TO THIS END THEY AGREED THAT FURTHER TALKS 
SHOULD BEGIN ON (BLAND) AT (BLANK) . THEY ALSO AGREED 
THAT REPRESENTATIVES OF THE GREEK CYPRIOT AND TURKISH CYPRIOT 
COMMUNITY SHOULD, AT AN EARLY STAGE, BE INVITED TO PARTICIPATE 
IN THE TALKS RELATING TO THE CONSTITUTION. AMONG THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
QUESTIONS TO BE DISCUSSED SHOULD BE THAT OF AN IMMEDIATE RETURN

FUNCTIONS PROVIDED FOR UNDER THE 1960 CONSTITUTION. THE 
MINISTERS NOTED THE EXISTENCE IN PRACTICE IN THE REPUBLIC OF 
CYPRUS OF TWO AUTONOMOUS ADMINISTRATIONS, THAT OF THE 
GREEK CYPRIOT COMMUNITY AND THAT OF THE TURKISH CYPRIOT COMMUNITY.
